A similar preserve if made from Ibe fleshy 
urt that remnins, when carcssves are boiled 
do an for lallow, but ai I am not aware 
whither cither of them cab be made an 
exportable commodity (ihe production of 
which it our primary object) a more minute 
description it unnecessary. 

There ie one application of the ixtne of 
tbeep and goxta comtnon lu South America, 
which might be advantageously introduced 
here, If proper care were taken to remove 
the akin entire, and to remove tba wool from 
it without putrefaction. The farmer pToosss 
only requires care, and for the latter a aolutlon 
oi chloride of lime would be found sufficient, 
and would not in any respect deteriorate the 
quality of the wool, Tbe ikins in (hi* state 
»e admirably adapted for packing tallow, 
hotter, Sec, and would be much le» expensive 
snd much more easy of conveyance than Ihe 
cumbrous rrxveli in common uh for tilth 
purposes. 



Ixcility with which tilt cattle are driven into 
tbe slaughtering place Ihe lTouble ot driving 
them out of one corner after amitber being 
thereby avoided.

The blood having heen 
thoroughly drained, the carcass is Imme- 
diately wheeled off lo the skinning thades, 
where the skin it drawn off entire with the 
utmost expedition ; two nelsons being em- 
ployed in this operation, while a ihird it en- 
gaged in voiding tbe entrails which, together 
with the hoof« and heads, instead or being 
thrnwn aside to putrefy, are immediuleiy 
wheeled off by a branch rail ta n set of caul- 
drons, where ihey sre cleansed snd boiled 
down ; bealde these cauldron* is placed a large 
nan for receiving the blood, which is al«o 
brought hither direct by ahranch rail horn the 
•laughtoiing shades. Tim blood iihere pre- 
pared for the insnnfaciure of Prussian blue. 
The carcass, h ei' i n g bee II > k i hoed , is forth w i Ih 
wheeled lo the tailing (hades, where two 
Other persons are engaged in cutting up. The 
loose lallow is, in tbe tint place, cul away 
and laid aeldej the meat is then cul into 
slices ot one-third inoh in thickurst, and x 
yard and a half m length, these are hended 
in quick succession to lha Salter, who drxwt 
them over aboard tptead with tali, pressing 
them al tbe same time against tbe board with 
a wooden bal, and ibus forcing a portion ot 
the salt into the meat : this is done wilb balb 
sides of ills tlic«l Id succession. They xrr 
then put croixwine In o. pile, end pressed from 
time to lime hy Laying a thick slab on the 
heap and stepping heavily on it. Ill I his pe- 
tition It remains for salt-soaking ADd brine- 
draining, or sweating, for twelve er fourteen 
bouri ; it it than taken from Ihe pile, and a 
small quantity of salt having been sprinkled 
be 1 ween tbe layeic, merely sufficient to pre- 
vent putrefaction from expeeurt, it is hung 
up to dry for twelve hours ; It it again piled 
and present! and hum tip a second time, I be! 
straightened and pressed, when it is ready lo 
to he paokad for storing ar exportation, 
In concluding this hurried outline of ihe 
process of dryseJtiuf meat as practised in 
South America, it is worthy of remark tbsl 
by tba dispatch with which the whole of the 
operations are performed, and the offal dit- 
poaod of, that offensive putrid stench which 
converts our slaughterhouses iota public 
nuisancet is altogether avoided: end it is 
worthy of consideration whether. In carrying 
out the operations of this association u great 
improvement in Ibis respect might not be 
effected by a rtn simple arrangement end a 
very trifling outlay. 

Having described the principal procen 
contemplated hy such an estsibliihrneuf, it 
only remains lo advert briefly to ihe subiidisry 
processes that may be carried on wilb advan- 
tage In connexion srilh it. In Me«ica as 
amongst ourselves, Ihe offal wax till lately In a 
manner thrown sway. Tbe improvements 
that have since taken place have been effected 
chiefly by a etngle individual, an extensive 
graiterin that country, who bad for some 
time been engaged in the curing of meat for 
the Havenna marknl. The diversified pro- 
cesses by which thia ganiletnaisbai heen ana 
bled to tnrn every patt of lha ottal to account 
I shall shortly advrrt to lit succession. 

First —Tho blood, at already mentioned, 
together with the hecfa, the smaller tripes 
stripped of their fat, and tbe excrement, it 
put Into X large pan : when tbe blood is half 
dried, potash Is added in the proportion of 
one ounce lo about five pounds. The mul- 
ture is then carbonised, hy being allowed lo 
dry ilcwly over the See, and when thoroughly 
cajtnnsd St ia in a fixed yellow body, in which 
state it Is peeked up for sale to the cbemiit, 
whoconvBTtsinlo Prussian blue, by the appli- 
cation of tho tninera] acids, .... , 
Second,— Tbe banei ate broken and boiled, 
and Ihe marrow drained offend preserved in 
Ibe inflated bladders of tbe auimal, wbich for 
thii purpose ate dipped In brandy and after- 
wards in lime, The marrow in thia state i« 
uaed Tor culinary par poses. The bones, 
horns, bVc, after being carefully cut en a* to 
pack into the imsllest possible apace, are ex- 
ported lor ibe manufacture ol phosphorus. 
The smaller bones are buined under the caul- 
drons, and the ashes, well sifted and picked in 
tin esses, are sold to the mining asssyem, 

The sinews, and occsaionally such hones aa 
arc adapted to the purpose are boiled doarn 
wltb carrots, onions, and Chili pepper, then 
strained, pill Into tin oases, boiled in i steam 
bath, and hermetically sealed— sold foe ei- 
portatloti. In culling up Ihe meal, however, 
the more expert hands have a peculiarly clever 
way of separating the sinews, and pulling 
them out entirely without injuring Ibe meat. 
Wheia ibis is resorted to tba sinews are spin, 
slreicbed, and dried— then drenched in mar- 
row, and ussd as thongs for package ; thus

It was not as a 
political engine that he looked at the Church 
of Ireland, but aa a bulwark of that re- 
ligion which at the Reformation the great 
body of the empire considered to be the 
religion of the Bible, and the foundation 
of all war national happiness.
